GROWING CRANBERRIES ON 
CAPE COD 
I 
REMEMBER when I first saw 
cranberries growing la the Cape 
Cod section ot Massachusetts. 
In 
tho late autumn, when I was there, 
the cranberry 
bogs looked 
like 
spongy green carpets, dotted with a 
pattern of red. 
There are 
thousands of 
acres 
planted with this important fruit, 
in Massachusetts, in New Jersey, 
Wisconsin and a few other states, 
but Massachusetts leads them all. 
The state ot Massachusetts produces 
more than three times ms many 
cranberries as all the rest of the 
cranberry states put together, and 
most of Massachusetts cranberries 
are grown on Cape Cod. 
Most ot tbe Cape bogs are well In­ 
land. 
Ot course, all the bogs are 
close to water—or they wouldn’t be 
bogs. 
And tbe sea Is a big factor 
in cranberry cultivation. 
For sand 
Is necessary for cranberry growing. 
Without sand, you can’t raise cran­ 
berries. Each cranberry bog la bor­ 
dered by a shallow drainage d itc h - 
all bogs have to be Hooded at cer­ 
tain times of the year. These culti­ 
vated cranberry bogs are not low— 
they rise table-1 Ike. from the drain­ 
age ditches. 
The vines grow up four to six 
inches tall. 
If they 
grew any 
higher, picking would be more dif­ 
ficult 
The vines would get out of 
control. 
Beneath this green cover­ 
ing of vines there's a layer of sand. 
The bogs are covered with sand—it 


their thermometers, just as stock 
brokers watch the exchange tickers. 
When it looks as if a killing frost 
is ou tho way, the bogs are flooded. 
Then when the temperature drops, 
the water freeses into a protective 
ice 
blanket 
over 
tbe 
cranberry 
bushes—an ice blanket may bo six 
inches thick. 
Then the cranberry growers dis­ 
tribute their loads of fresh sand 
evenly over the field—on top of the 
ice. 
When the Ice melts, in the 
spring, the sand is automatically 
carried down, with the water, to 
the plants. 
When harvest time comes each 
picker has a rack—or scoop. These 
scoops consist of a flat, oblong box, 
open at one end, with a series of 
slightly curved, woodeu forks, set 
dose together, projecting from the 
open end of this box.
